The annual Illinois grand lodge meet- 


ing of the legislative, social and benevo- 
lent order known the world over as the 
Knights of Pythias began at the Grand 
opera house to-day shortly after ten 
o'clock, immediately after a parade of 
the local lodges and representatives from 
the St. Nicholas and Arcade Hotels to 
the hall. The order is one of the strong- 
est BB to membership and influence for 
good in the state. The membership for 
the term ending June 30,1889, WES 11,- 
UoG, with 1"5 active lodges, being an 
average of 68.32 for each lodge. On June 
30,1890, there were 220 active lodges 
with a membership of 15,250, the average 
membership being 69.31, with a gain of 
3,294 
The next year there were 257 


lodges 
with

of 


20,105, the average membership being 
78.27 and d gain of 4,855, At the term 
ending Jane 30, 1892, there were 332 
active lodges with a membership of 26,- 
G15, an average to each lodge of 80.13, 
and a gain for the year of 6,510. This 
year on Jane 30, 1893, there were 4.07 
active lodges having a membership of 
33,737, averaging 82.89 to each lodge and 
showing [i gain forth* year of 7,102 mem- 
bers, a gain in meail ^ "hip of over 26 per 
cent.

the increase in membership entitles Illi- 
nois to a third representative to the 
Supreme Lodge. 


THE PAItADE. 


The parade of the Grand Lodge officers 


and representatives which was witnessed 
at 10 o'clock to-day was in the nature of 
an in'rodnotion of the strength of the 
order to the people of Deoatur. The 
local committees arranged for the escort. 
Members of Dicatur Division, No. 36, 
Uniform Bank, in command of Captain 
Stocidard, with members of Ccenr de 
Leon Lodge No. 17 and members of 
Chevalier Bayard Lodge No, 189, formed 
the escort, bended by Goodman's Band. 
The esoort drew op in front of the St. 
Nicholas, and soon the column mo?ed 
north across Lincoln Square to North 
street, east to Water and south on Water 
street past the BBPUBLIOAN office to the 
operu house. The column came to a 
front, open order, and the Grand Lodge 
oflioiuls in open carriages passed through 
to the entrance where they aliijhted and 
entered the hall, the representatives fol- 
lowed in close order, while the band in 
the street played a selection. There 
were about 450 men in line, all goodlook- 
ing and having every appearance of 
being prosperous in life. 


The vieitors come from all parts of the 


state and represent nearly 500 lodges. 
Besides the regularly chosen representa- 
tives, all past chancellors of the lodges, 
are entitled to seats in the legislative 
body. It is estimated that the number 
of visitors now in the city is fully 600. 
All of the hotels are full. Breakfast wna 
served ht the St. Nicholas to-day aa late 
as 10 o'clock. 
The hotel lobbies are 


crowded out to the walks, but as tte 
weather is perfect, no one objects to 
gosaipping on the shady or sunny sides 
of buildings. Considerable electioneer- 
ing is going on for various positions. 
There are about twenty-five candidates 
for the position ot Outer Guard which 
leads to the position ot Grand Chancellor 
and the Supreme Lodge. And then 
there are candidates for Keeper ot Rec- 
ords and Seal which pays $2000 a year. 
Harry P. Oaldwell, ot Chicago, is the 
present Beoord Keeper, and has held the 
place for fifteen years, Fitch C. Cook, of 
Peoria, and John F. Boper.of Springfield, 
are in line for the place. The former is 
e&id to be confident of victory, but Mr. 
Caldwell appears as strong as ever with 
the knights. Them are several candi- 
dates for Supreme Hopresentativee, nota- 
bly William A. Schmitt, of Qainey, and 
Frank M. Burroughs, of Chicago. Others 
will be in the hat. Engane Baoe, ot Chi- 
cago, holds over as representative. 


BEOBPTION MBETINQS, 


The parquette and balcony were well 


filled at 10:30, when there was an ope a 
meeting to welcome Dsoatnr's guests. 


The Grand Lodge officers occupied the 


nobly upholstered chairs and sofas on 
the stage, and Hon. Charles A. Barnes, 
the Grand Chancellor, presided. 


Mayor D. O. Moffitt, ct Deeatnr, de- 


livered »,he address of welcome on behalf 
ot the eitisens. The welcome was cordial 
and hearty, and was well received by the 
representatives. 


Dr. B. L. Waliton.of Chevalier Bayard 


Lcig*, 189, welcomed the representa- 
tives and o fie*re on behalf ot No. 17 and 
189, and awakened considerable enthu- 
siasm by the cordiality of his remark*, 


Grand Chancellor Bernsa, who iaa 


lawyer and a good platform orator, re- 
sponded to both addresses of welcome 
and he did it in a way that found ready 
response in the heart of every Pythian 
present.

They 
have a pleasant hall in which to hold the 
sessions, they have the best the city 
affords in tbe way of accommodations 
and everywhere th3y receive the most 
courteous attention and kindly consider- 
ation. Thera WEB no session of the 
grand lodge last night, but there was a 
gathering of 500 or more at Chevalier 
Bayard lodge whare the work WBE> exem- 
plified, and tbec many of the Krights 
attended the Pythian Sisters' reception, 
while others exchanged social greetings 
at the hotels and took in the town. 


GRIND LODGE PROCEEDINGS. 


At the formal opening of the secret 


session the minutes of the Bockford 
meeting were approved. 


The Grand Keeper of Beoords and 


Seals was also instructed to send tele- 
grams of greeting to the grand lodges of 
Missouri and Oregon. The Grand Lodge 
convened again at 2 p. m, The commit- 
tee on credentials made its report on the 
representatives present from 450 lodges 
in Illinois and the 194 past chancellors 
were introduced. After a roll call of the 
representatives and grand lodge officers, 
the reports were received from the com- 
mittee on law and the committee on 
analysis and distribution. 


An invitation wee read from the Pythi- 


an Sisters who bad established headquar- 
ters and -who invited the Knights to call 
on them there. The invitation was re- 
ceived with thenfee. The generous offer 
ot the Calume*. clnb of the use of their 
quarters to thu visiting knights was re- 
ceived and a vote of thanks tendered. A 
report was received from lodges adjacent 
to South Chicago where members suf- 
fered by the great fire in August, show- 
ing the receipt and disbursement of 
81,200 in voluntary contributions from 
sister lodges in response to the first call 
for relief. 


The chairman of the committee on law 


was authorized to employ a stenographer 
in the preparation of committee reports. 


A resolution was introduced calling on 


the grand lodge to construe certain pro- 
visions of subordinate constitutions and 
amending their by-laws, concerning cer- 
tain changes in the ritual. A particular 
subject ot controversy was the question 
of whether or not the lodge work could 
be dene or the ritual written in any other 
language than tbe English. The matter 
was referred to the special committee on 
ritual. This question will be presented 
to the supreme lodge at its next session 
by the delegates from this grand lodge. 
A resolution was also offered insisting 
that the supreme lodge maintain its po- 
sition and that tbe ritual be printed in 
no other language than the English. 


The question of the place ot next meet- 


ing waa referred to tbe finance commit- 
tee.

Mrs. Jennie Hsws, grand chief, rt- 


viewed the history of the grand temple 
in the sixteen months of its existence. 
She spoke ot the woik that might be 
done by deputies and installing officers. 
Of the fourteen new temples thirteen 
were organizsd by the grand chief and 
the other one was by the grand mistress 
of records and correspondence. Another 
temple ia already for organization. It is 
at Forrest City. The prospects for a 
large increase in membership are ex- 
tremely bright. While the number of 
temples are doubled, it is expected that 
there will be three Mines as many by the 
next meeting. 


Mies Sarah Derrick, the grand mistress 


of records and correspondence, reported 
that fourteen new temples had been or- 
ganized since lent report, bringing 613 
members.

Five of Them Fatally—The Failure ot 


the Air Brake on a Michigan Cen- 


tral Train Responsible for the 


Accident—Narrow Encapes. 


JACKSON-, Mich., Oct. 14.—The second 


greatest accident in the history of the 
Michigan Central railroad occurred 
here yesterday morning' within 100 
yards of the place where almost four- 
teen years ago to a day the Pacific ex- 
press crashed into a freight engine in 
October, 1379, and eighteen people were 
killed. Yesterday's disaster has so far 
a record of twelve dead, five probably 
fatally injured, and fifteen others more 
or less seriously hurt. 


At 3:45 o'clock yesterday morning an 


excursion originating at Owego, N. 
Y.,' which had been turned over by the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western to 
the Michigan Central at Buffalo, was 
standing on the track at Jackson 
station, when a second special, also 
laden with excursionists from the east, 
crashed into it from the rear and teles- 
coped the three last care of the Oweffo 
special.

to his horror that they did not work, 
Tha speed of the train did not dimin- 
ish, and reverting his engine, it U said 
Engineer Whelan and hisflreman, Jos. 
KimbUn, jumped from the locomotive. 
The train kept on, and in view of the 
several hundred people in and about 
the station, dashed Into the rear coeoh 
ol the first, passing' nearly to the othef 
end. 


There were eight cars in the train, 


nearly all of them New York Centra] 
cars. The cars are much lighter than 
•those on the Michigan Central, and the 


The fifth car was 
thrown across a sidetrack about fifty 
feet east of the depot. The Michigan 
Central oar was next, and it was badly 
smashed on both ends, the platform be- 
ing carried away and the windows all 
smashed. The passengers on this car 
were few, and none of them was se- 
riously injured. It was in the sixth, 
seventh and eighth cars where the 
slaughter took place, and not a single 
occupant of either of these cars ap- 
pears to have escaped death or injury. 


The scene that followed the collision 


was horrible in the extreme. In a 
moment the air was filled with the 
shrieks of the dying, and dead and 
mangled bodies could be seen in the 
debris. The people on the platform and 
oil the surrounding streets rushed in 
every direction to give what help 
could be afforded. Physicians were on 
the scene almost instantly, and the 
work of removing the dead and in- 
jured was facilitated by pressing car- 
riages and hearses into immediate serv- 
ice.

The three women 
were killed. Mr. Woodbury's father, 
James Woodbury, who had been out 
on the track, ran the moment he ap- 
preciated that the incoming- train was 
on the same track as the Owego spe- 
cial, jumped on the platform 
to

Jt was finally lo- 
cated as the child c»f Mrs. Alison Har- 
rington, of Elmira, N. Y., who lay two 
miles away with injuries from which 
she may die. There were scores of 
other cases where traveling compan- 
ions and relatives were separated and 
some killed or injured seriously.

and saw the engine of No. 3 almost on 
top of him. It struck the car and he 
was only saved by the fact that both 
engine and car had been raised up, 
leaving him safe underneath. lie 
realized his position in an instant and 
gathering himself up ran out just as 
the engine fell on the track and 
plunged through the car ahead, the 
car being thrown sideways, just miss- 
ing him. His arm was injured. 


The sheriff of Jackson county and 


the police of the city have taken pos- 
session of the effects of the dead to 
hold them for their friends.

Death Locates a Misting Man. 
William Hollingswortb, who 13 years 


ago was a leading notion merchant at 
Philadelphia, died last week ut Danville, 
in this state, His death brings out the 
information that for over a dozen years 
diligent search has been trade to locate 
the deceased.

Hollingsworth was accidentally injured 
by the stick of a skyrocket striking him 
on the head, and aberration of mu d en- 
sued.

Both mother ar.d 
son have endured a great strain only 
ended when the news of Mr. Hollicgs- 
worth's death was telegraphed from 
Danville, the telegram bringing a son of 
the deceased to Danville to have the 
bod; sent to Philadelphia, Hollinge- 
worth was 73 years of ege, end at the 
time of his death was a shirtmsker. He 
waa at one time located at Homer. He 
had traveled in many foreign countries 
and was a well-informed man.

Requirements Finally Agreed Upon 


—No Limit to Money Fledge. 


Tbe state board of agrioultt re held an 


adjonrced meeting Friday in ihe Illinois 
building on the exposition groundu, Chi- 
cago, for the the purpose of completing 
its work in formulating specifications ot 
requirements from localities soaking the 
permanent location of the stale fair. 


The ipeoifioations agreed upon are 


eleven in number. The first two are as 
follows: 


WHEREAS, It is the intention ot the 


state bourd of agriculture to ]>ermanent- 
ly locate the Illinois State fair at a single 
point, insuring a probable expenditure 
of 8100,000 or more, and believing tbat 
snob permanent location and e xpenditnre 
will materially inure to the benefit ot the 
point securing tbe location, the follow- 
ing specifications ot requirements are 
submitted for said location by tbe state 
board ot agriculture, and Invite pro- 
posals from ell points in this state desir- 
ing to secure the permanent location on 
tbe following termf : 


1. To convey to the 111 nois State 


Board of Agriculture by titlo free and 
unencumbered, a single tract of not leu 
than one hundred (100) acrce ot land, 
suitable in form and location tor me aa 
a first-alass fairground. Th» same tn be 
inclosed by a suitable fence witb snob 
necessary gates and doors as may be re- 
quired by said board. 


2. 
Any town or city desii ing the per- 


manent location of the state- fair, may 
offer any amount of money consistent 
with their condition and saic. offer will 
be considered without prejudice to Ibe 
locality making such offer. The amount 
ot money that may be offered will not be 
considered a sufficient reason for locat- 
ing, but in all oases the best intereat of 
agriculture in this state will be consid- 
ered. Said money to be due and payable 
in equal monthly installments, beginning 
May 1 and ending September 1, 1891, 
and as n guarantee of good filth on tbe 
part of contestants a certified check ot 
85,000 will be required to accompany 
each proposal, which checks will be re- 
turned to unsuccessful biddors. 


Then follow other requirements about 


paved streets, electric oars, water, depot 
and freight platforms, transportation fa- 
cilities, etc. It will be observed that tbe 
150,000 cash pledge has teen stricken 
out. Deoatnr or any other cities can 
offer any sum it may think best — 850,000 
or more, or even less. Bloo nington will 
make a desperate effort to outdo Deoa- 
tur, and BO will Springfield and Peoria. 
Tbe bids will be opened fit Springfield 
on the second day of next January.

The Senate's Conduct 


There are a great many people and a 


great many newspapers of both political 


arties who have become disgusted with 
he course of the United States senate 
n allowing a minority to control its ac- 
ion by preventing the majority taking 
vote on tbe silver-purchase repeal bill. 


Some time ago the REPUBLICAN sug- 
ested that the senate was not to blame 
or this condition oC things, but that the 
esponsibility rested with a set of parti- 
an leadsrs such as Sanator Yoorhees 
rho [care more tor party success than 
bey care for honesty and the welfare ot 
loneat government.

They do this upon the theory that the 
ourtesy of members will prevent them 
rom resorting to the popular tactics of 
instruction to prevent a 'vote on any 
proposition that comes before it which 
may be favored by a majority. Opon 
his principle the United States senate 
lid business for over a hundred years 
without doing violence to this rule ot 
ourtesy. It was left to the modern 
Jemooraoy to set a precedent contrary 
o this custom. 
They did this in January, 1891, to de- 


eat the Lodge-Rowel! federal election 
all. At that time the Democrats, who 
were in the minority, formed an alliance 
with the silver state senators to obstruct 
bat measure in the senate and pass a 
ree silver coinage bill, and they defeated 
ivery attempt ot the majority to close 
debate and secure a vote on the federal 
election bill. That was the time the 
precedent was set, and that is the reason 
Voorhees and his party in the senate 
makes no serious effor* to bring the sil- 
ver measure to a vote, and that is the 
reason not one of them has a word of 
censure for the obstructionists. 


Not only this,but the Democratic press

Th° question which arises is, how 
did Loohren, thirty-one years after, dis- 
cover that Barton had the disease for 
which he was pensioned before he went 
into the service and the Department as 
it existed at the time did uot discover it? 
Probably the aniwer lies in the fact that 
there are more spies now than there were 
then.

came in possession ot the note in a peon- 
iar manner. He was near the river Sun- 
lay, in a vehicle, and was talking to a 
iramp, whose name he did not learn. The 
ramp started to walk along the river 
>ank, and Ellis was driving off when tbe 
tramp came running after him, calling 
lim to stop. The tramp had the Me. 
jrath note in his hand. He had found 
t on the river bank, and wanted Ellia to 
:ake the note. Mr. Ellis read it, hesi- 
;ated, and finally he took it away, and 
ironght it to Decatur. Mr. Ellis gives a 
very imperfect description of the tramp.

Prosperity and Indebtedness. 
When there is no enterprise there is 


never more business than enterprise, and 
when there is little of either, little money 
is required to do the business and in such 
a section of the country the amount of 
money per capita in circulation is neces- 
sarily small.

But after the war, 
under a new system of legislation, the 
business ot the country multiplied and 
an increase in the circulation, per capita, 
became necessary with all the improve- 
ment in the methods of exchange through 
checks and other paper until now we have 
a circulation of over 824 per capita of 
actual money. 


If the country does not intend to follow 


the system that makes businees, the 
prtsent circulation is more than the 
country will need. 
This brings us to 


note the complaints made every day by 
the silver senators from tbe south, to the 
effect that the south is devoid of money. 
They mean, by this, that they have not 
as much money per capita there as there 
is at the north. 
Why not? 
Money 


knows no east, no w s<( no n>rtb, ono 
south. It goes wherever there is a de- 
mand for it. 
It never travels in the 


direction it is not wanted. 
If there was 


the Bame demand for money in tbe south 
there is in the north and west there 
would be just as much there. 


This brings us back to the proposition, 


that wherever there is the least enter- 
prise there is the least demand for 
money, 
The South lacks enterprise. 


Enterprise means going in debt. Going 
in debt means borrowing. Tbe census 
shows the mortgage indebtednrsa of Ala- 
bama to be $13 per capita; of Georgia 


5, of Tennessee $23, of Mississippi 826, 


and of Florida 340. In the progressive 
enter pricing states it is different. In 
Pennsylvania the mortgage indebtedness 
per capita is 8117, Massachusetts 8144, 
Minnesota 8152, Colorado $206, and New 
York 8268. A prominent congressman 
speaking ot this difference and its cause 
says: 


The southern people seem to lack the 


enterprise and faculty of pushing for 
themselves. The lack of business enter- 
prise prevents the people of that section 
from taking advantage of the opportuni- 
ties of manufacture and the various lines 
ot business and success which would 
open to them if they chose to do so. 
That they have little indebtedness aoes 
not show that they are prosperous. 
There is no indebtedness in a poorhonse, 
but that sort of a community could not 
be classed BS prosperous by any means, 
even if they are out of debt.

Five Killed and Seven Mangled by 


the Explosion of Dynamite.

Elijah Jones, a well-known resident of 


this city, is one of the latest victims of 
the peculiar methods that prevail in the 
pension bureau at Washington under 
the administration of those 
zea'ons 


friends of the Onion soldiers, Hoke 
Smith of Georgia anu Grover Cleveland. 
Elijah Jones was a member of Company 
A of the 34th Illinois volunteers, and 
was seriously wounded in the ankle joins 
ai, Little Book. As the years passed his 
sufferings from this injury increased un- 
til it baoame necessary four years ago to 
have the leg taken off below the knee, 
since which time he has been obliged to 
depend upon an artificial foot to assist 
him in getting about. 
In accordance 


with the provisions of the pension laws 
governing such injuries he has been 
drawing a pension of 830 a month, upon 
which he has been largely dependent for 
support, but just as he was expecting to 
receive his quarterly remittance of 890 
he has received-a letter notifying him 
that his penbion was suspended on July 
7, three months ago. 


As the records show that his wound 


was received in the service, and as the 
surgeon who amputated his leg, the late 
Dr. F. Ii. Matthew, made affidavit at the 
time that the operation was absolutely 
necessary, it ia difficult to understand on 
what pretense Jones' pension has been 
suspended, but whatever may be the 
eaeoni for thia action, no possible ex- 
nee can be given for the contemptible 
meanness exhibited at the pension office 
n suspending the pension three months 
ago and in failing to notify the pensioner 
until the quarterly payment became due, 
thus allowing him to count upon the re- 
ceipt o! hia usual quarterly allowance for 
three months after it had been cut off. 


In the notice of suspension the com- 


missiocor of pensions calls upon Mr. 
,'lones to present evidence to thow why 
bis pension should be restored, and Mr. 
Jones is wondering bow be can comply 
with this rtiiniremerit, in view of the 
tact that Dr. F. L. Miuthews, who am- 
putated his leg, IB dead, bnd Dr. Edward 
Vincent, who assisted him, has gone to 
the North Pole. 


Dr. J. H. Dye, of Saunemin, who was 


a passenger on the Wabaah yesterday on 
bis way to Deoatnr, eays that a most 
horrible explosion of dynamite oocnred 
at 
Emmington 
Station, 
Livingston 


county, on the line of the Wabaeh. The 
explosion occurred a few moments before 
the tram he was on pulleJ into the sta- 
tion between 11 and 12 o'clock. Some 
parties were digging a well and were 
about to USB a quantity of dynamite. A 
fiftj-pound cartridge was lying among 
the tools, temporarily, preparatory 
to 


using, when a man not connected with 
the well wandered around to that vicinity 
and in some way accidentally, it is 
thought, exploded the cartridge. He 
was blown to atoms. Four other persons 
near by were killed and seven others 
were seriously wounded, some of them 
having limbs torn from their bodies. 
In 


addition to the killing- and maiming cf 
these people, the village was greatly 
damaged, nearly all the windows were 
shattered; in many oases sash and all 
were blown in by the compressed air 
wave resulting 
ftom the 
explosion. 


Chimneys were also shattered and much 
other damage done,

This is a 
record that few regiments have the 
honor of enjoying.

tion of Col. Oglesby, it was commanded 
by Frank L. Bhoads, John P. Post 
Joeiah A. Sheets and Lloyd Wheaton 
respectively.

PAIIIS, Oct. is.— Marshall McMahon, 


ex-president of France, died here yes- 
terday. 


Throughout his illness Marshall Mc- 


Mahon had been gentle, affectionate, 
uncomplaining and thoughtful for the 
welfare of those around him. He was 
somewhat distressed on account of his 
wife, who had sat up nightly for three 
weeks. 
King Humbert's sympathetic 


message greatly pleased him, but h« 
had ceased to tnke interest in worldly 
things. 


The immediate cause of death was a 


tumor on the right side of his chest, 
discovered ten days ago, which devel- 
oped on his recovery from an attack of 
inflammation of the lungs.

These men are vrliat arc known 
as repair hands, and are employed 
under Foreman O. 1'.

from their work in a passenger car 
morning and evening. 
There were 


seventy in the gang and at the hour 
stated they were coming homeward, 
all unconscious of danger, when they 
were suddenly and rudely thrown into 
a heap in one corner of the car with a 
red hot stove full of live coals in their 
midst. 


When the accident occurred the car 


was crossing over from the main track 
to get on a side track and then come 
on up the yard without interfering 
with the numerous sections of the 
Columbian express, which were then 
arriving. At the same time a freight 
engine and train was going westward 
and this engine ran into the work car, 
tearing out the side and one end and 
throwing the men into a pile in the 
corner as stated. 


The panic among the men lasted but 


an instant, when whose who Were un 
hurt extricated themselves from the 
tangled up mass of humanity and then 
turned their attention to aiding those 
who were unable to help themselves, 
the car being soon emptied and seven- 
teen men being found to be seriously 
injured.

The Cash Box Shipped from New York 


Found Upon Reaching Its Destina- 


tion at New Orleans to Con- 


tain Nothing but Rubbish. 


ST. Louis, Oct. 18.—The American 


Express Co. has lost a package contain- 
.ng more than 850,000. 


Whether the money was stolen by 


nessengers, whether it was ever given 
into the hands of the company, wheth- 
er it was stolen by sneak thieves or 
not, are questions with which the chief 
officials of that big corporation wres- 
tled all through yesterday and last 
night. 
; 


Less than a week ago a package of 


currency and gold was contracted for' 
shipment from a New York bank to 
New Orleans, the American Express 
:o. to be the carrier of it. The valu-; 
able package came to this city by 
way of Chicago and was at once for- 
warded to New Orleans. 
When it 


reached its destination the iron box 
was empty and only a lot of trash had 
the place of the treasure that was sup- 
posed to be there when it left New 
York. The officials at New Orleans at 
once sent word to the general offices of 
the company at Chicago that the treas- 
ure was missing. 


The first step in the matter was 


taken Monday morning by General 
Superintendent Trumbull, of the Amer- 
ican Express Co., who came to St. 
Louis on the Wabash Banner train 
that was wrecked at Nameoki Monday 
evening. Mr. Trumbull was not hurt in 
the wreck, and he came on to St. 
Louis. He at once summoned Gen- 
eral 
Agent R. P. Dodd, of 
this 


city, and the two, together with Mes- 
senger Crowley. who came hero with 
the package, and Special Guard Kor- 
zendorfer. of St. Louis, had a long 
conference at the offices of the corn- 
pan}', corner Uroadway and Locust. 
Korzendorfer 
was included in the 


conference because he was the guard 
put in charge of the package at New 
York. 
Korzendorfer is a young man 


of good repute, who has long been 
connected witli the St. Louis offices, 
le is used as a guard on special occa- 
iions, but is oftener employed as a 
billing c'levk under the local agent. 


The conference lasted for several 


lours, resulting in nothing further 
,han a deepening of the mystery. Kor- 
zendorfer was the guard, but he seemed 
.o have no fear of suspicion.

Later in the evening the ollicials of 


the company from the east arrived and 
established headquarters at the South- 
ern, and every effort is being made to
